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Being tender, slender, small 
and beautiful won’t guarantee 
anyone a shot at landing a 
professional modeling job. 

But the John Powers Career 
College in Upland promises to 
build a person’s confidence, 
improve his appearance and 
provide skills needed to 
succeed. The rest is up to the 
individual, according to Dick 
Fortyune, college executive 
director. 

The college is billed as the 
“nation’s oldest and largest 
school for finishing and 
modeling” and the course 
schedule is loaded with self- 
improvement classes. 

It has a 68-year-old tradition 
of producing models — and 
ultimately ‘‘personalities” — 
including the likes of 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onasis, 
Diana Ross, Jane Fonda, Betty 
Ford and Barbara Stanwyck. 

But the Upland college 
branch has expanded its 
curricula and offers a wide 
range of classes including 
makeup and hair styling, 
fashion merchandising, interior 
design and commercial art. 

Personal grooming, though, 
is mandatory for any course a 
student takes. 

“Aug. 28 we'll be offering our 
first interior design course 
which utilizes commercial art 
studies. Students are given 
hands-on experience with jobs 
and they receive 50 percent of 
the net profits,” Fortyune said. 
“Students receive practical 
experience, plus theory. Ours 
is the only cluster joint works 
program in the state.”’ 

Graduates receive 
certificates in their particular 
areas of study, and the 
documents are recognized by 
the state Department of 
Education. 

But modeling built the John 
Robert Powers company and 
modeling continues to be its 
bread and butter. 

“There are different kinds of 
modeling. We teach 
professional modeling 
involving fashion and working 
on arunway; photographic 
modeling involving pictures on 
billboards and in magazines; 
television modeling involving 
commercials; and public 
realations/character modeling 
involving the promotion of 
certain products,” he said. 

Fortyune said 15 percent of 
modeling involves high fashion 


while the other 85 percent 
involve models who ‘“‘fit”’ 
certain products. 

“The other 85 percent of 
modeling doesn’t have 
anything to do with clothes, 
runways or height. If a 
company is selling diapers, it 
wants a woman model who 
looks like a mother. If it’s 
selling deodorant, you need 
someone who looks like they 
use deodorant,” he said. 

Confidence, poise and 
tenacity win models their jobs 
in the majority of the cases, he 
said. 

“We deal with a person’s 
favorite subject — himself. We 
teach him confidence and how 
to improve how he looks,” the 
executive director said. 

The college doesn’t offer 
students any guarantees, but it 
will offer assistance. 

“Modeling is very difficult. It 
is a profession, not ajob or an 
occupation,” he said. “‘The sky 
is the limit but it also can mean 
a long line at the bottom anda 
hard way up. The best key to 
success is to be trained. My 
advice is to know the business, 
be tenacious and sometimes, 
be at the right place at the right 
time.” 

Monique Blais, 16, is 
attending the college during 
the summer. She said the 
modeling classes are fun but 
she is more interested in a 
design career. 

“Modeling isn’t easy, but it 
really isn’t that hard either. | 
don’t know,” said student 
Maureen Roberts. 

She is toying with the idea of 
a possible modeling career. 

Richard Tjan looked a bit out

so | could learn to talk in front 
of crowds and so | wouldn’t be 
so shy,” he said. 

instructor Deborah Tanner 
said the hardest lessons to 
teach are voice/diction and 
grammar. 

“Wardrobe is another 
problem, trying to teach them 
the difference between fad and 
fashion,” Tanner said. ‘The 
students grow up with us. A lot 
of people tell them, ‘hey | don’t 
know what it is but there is 
something different about you,’ 
after a course here,” she said.

at 99-acre park concept

A concept-plan for a 99-acre 
park in the center of Rancho 
Cucamonga was given its 
unveiling before the Rancho 
Cucamonga Parks Development 
Commission last week. 


“They were really hot for it,” 
said Dick Mayer, the city’s park 
project coordinator said after 
last Wednesday’s meeting. 


A preliminary concept plan 
that explores ideas for the 99- 
acre park was drafted by 
students from Cal Poly Pomona 
and presented to the 
commissioners Wednesday. 


The park would be located on 
Base Line Road between the 
Deer Creek Channel and Milliken 
Avenue in the center of the city, 
Mayer said. 


He said the students 
incorporated ideas from the 
community to come up witha 
park that would dedicate one- 
third of its land to a sports 
complex with softball and 
soccer fields and atennis court 
possible. Other sections of the 
park might have a picnic area for 
large groups, another would 
have a picnic area for families, 
Mayer said. 

A water feature such as a lake 
or pool, might also be built, as 
may an amphitheater, he said. 

One of the largest features of 
the park will be a “nice big 
community center,” Mayer said. 

With the commission 
supporting the concept of the 
park, the city staff will now study 
the site for its physical 
limitations, Mayer said. 

The site used to be part of the 
9,000-home Terra Vista 
development and the city is still 
in the process of buying it from 
the developer, Lewis Homes, 
Mayer said.

He said the city officials will 
likely complete their studies 
before the end of this year and 
set up a park design task force 
including members of the 
general public, to come up with 
the final design. 

Even then, Mayer said the park 
is still a couple of years from the 
point where construction can 
begin. 

One of the largest obstacles is 





financial. The city does not know 
where it will get the money for 
the park, he said. 

He said the park will cost 
“millions of dollars” but a 
precise estimate could not be 
made. 

The city is planning two build 
two other parks totalling 84 
acres at acost of $7.3 million but 
they do not have a large 
community center.

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Fear is a part of everyone’s emotions

Fear is an essential emotion. 
lf any person were truly fearless, 
he would be dead before 
nightfall, no matter if he lived in 
a modern city or out in the 
wilderness. Just being a 
jaywalker tempts fate, 
providence and the odds. 

The audience was questioning 
a lecturer who had just spoken 
on big game hunting in Africa. 

“Is it true,’ asked one, “that 
wild beasts in the jungle will not 
harm you if you carry a torch?” 

“That all depends,” the 
lecturer said, ‘‘on just how fast 
you carry that torch.” 

A brave person’s fear teaches 
him common sense. 

Emotions such as fear area 
part of every healthy person’s 
makeup, but few of us have 
thought through our emotions. 
We seldom have the privilege of 
choosing which emotions we 
have and when we will have 
them, but we can choose to 
understand the ones we do have. 


Bertrand Russell said the 
degree of one’s emotions varies 
inversely with one’s knowledge 
of the facts. Or, in my words, the 
less a person knows the more 
emotional he often becomes. 
The more we understand our 
emotions, the less we are bound 
by them, especially the emotion 


of fear. 
Fear can be a very Creative 


force. The four Methodist 
ministers who established the 
University of Southern California 
stated they did so out of a fear 
of ignorance, and so pledged 
their means and libraries. 

Medicine has come from the 
fear of disease, our homes from 
the fear of the elements and the 
law has corne from the fear of 
crime, disorder and violence. 

It is usually the abnormalities 
of fear that we think about, the 
destructive fears a modern 
person often has to face, such 
as excessive anxiety, the 
feelings of desperation, the 
intangible pressures that close 
in on a person because no one 
seems to be able to run fast 
enough in our culture.

Besides these, we pick up our 
own unique fears in life. An 
outstanding author has a fear of 
high places, a talented doctor 
has a fear of cats and a bankera 
fear of the dark. Others confess 
their fears of responsibility, of 
old age, death, or the fear which 
comes from guilt associated 
with sins long past. 

The effect of fear on our body 
is harsh. It was meant tobe so. 
The adrenal glands give us that 
extra strength to flee or fight. 
But we modern humans can do 
neither, and so it only tears our 
own bodies apart. 


Habitual dread, hostility, 
tension, all are intangibles, to be 
sure, but they give us a 


continuing emergency signal 
calling for the adrenal secretion, 
causing this emergency 
stimulant to become a chronic 
poison. 

To get our fears out into the 
open and frankly face them is 
paramount. We are told that we 
were born with only two fears: 
fear of falling and of sudden 
noises. All other fears we have 


learned since birth, for the most 
part, to keep us alive. 

The answer in dealing with our 
fears may come from the other 
side of the human personality, 
which is the love of danger. 
When a person feels life does 
not have enough tangible 
dangers to be challenging, he or 
she finds a hazardous situation. 
The office manager rides a 
motorcycle in a weekend 
scramble, the architect races a 
hydroplane, others drive sports 
cars, sky dive or champton 
unpopular causes. 

Standing up to a hazardous 
situation and facing danger 
rather than running from it is an 
exciting experience. From this, 
then, | offer you one of the cure- 
alls for chronic fear. In a word, it 
is action. 

The worst part of fear is the 
unknown. | have thought that 
this is why there is so much 
emotional illness among the 
well-to-do and the leisure people 
These people have time to sit 
and fuel their imagination with 
fears, working themselves into a 


full-scale nervous breakdown. 
Many a mother with 
demanding responsibilities and 
long hours of caring for a young 
family should have a physical 
collapse but, in truth, she is 
much too busy. There is an 
outlet for the adrenalin in the 
demands made upon her time. 


People who are busy witha 
purpose, such as helping other 
people, simply do not have time 
to build the long chain of fear 
and self-doubt necessary for the 
self-induced straitjacket of 
emotional illness. 

William Heines has noted that 
we should not be afraid to ask 
dumb questions — they are 
more easily handled than dumb 
mistakes. 


Fear is for a purpose, but it is 
better to go to someone who is 
qualified and ask ‘“‘dumb 
questions”’ about your fears tha 
to live with them and suffer the 
physical and emotional 
consequence. Our emotions 
were meant to give the salt that 
gives our lives their flavor.

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Scuba diver finds treas

Scuba diver Phil Bayer of 
Rancho Cucamonga is a treasure 
hunter of sorts. But the bounty 
he brings to the surface bears 
the names of Nicholas and 
Palmer instead of De Leon and 
Cabrillo. 

Bayer holds the concession 
for recovering golf balls from the 


eight lakes of Upland Hills 
Country Club’s golf course. 

The 31-year-old Rancho 
Cucamonga resident doesn’t 
mind profiting from the mistakes 
of others although he credits the 
toughness of the golf course for 
most of his booty. 


“| don’t think it has anything 
to do with the quality of the 
golfing,” he said. “It’s just a 
tough course with a lot of 


hazards. The golf course 
architect has to take all the 
credit for that.” 

Bayer’s full-time job is as the 
golf course’s mechanic but he 
saw the opportunity for his 
diving business when the course 
was being built 3% years ago. 

“It was just something | 
thought about when they were 
building it,” he said. “I knew 
they would have eight lakes so | 


anyway when he starts scooping 
up balls that collect in pockets 
that can each hold 300 balls. 
When the water becomes 
muddy, Bayer ends up scurrying 
along the bottom, grasping for 
anything small and round.

diver’s net-bag capable ot 
holding 300 golf balls. He 
normally collects about 1,000 
golf balls, worth $300 in resale, 
for each two hours of work. It 
takes two hours to recover one 
lake’s treasure every three 
weeks. 

He sells the golf balls back to 
the pro shop for anywhere from 
10 to 30 cents each. The pro

Bayer taught himself to dive 
wearing a mask, short wetsuit 
and a weight belt to keep him 
skimming the lake bottom. 

Instead of wearing oxygen 
tanks, Bayer breathes through a 
hose connected to an oxygen 
generator left on the bank of the 
lake. 

On the average, Bayer dives in 
each of the seven most ball- 
hungry lakes once every three 
weeks during the summertime. 

“In the winter, | dive as little 
as possible ’cause it’s cold,” he 
said. 

Bayer said that anytime 
anyone is swimming underwater, 
there are dangers. While he 
doesn’t have to worry about 
man-eating sharks, he said there 
is the occasional danger that the 
water in the lake, treated at the 
golf course’s sewage plant, is 
not as clean as he would like. 

Bayer does not wear flippers 
because they stir up the mud.

Almost 62 years of a family 
tradition have ended at the 
corner of Campus Avenue and 
Foothill Boulevard in Upland. 

Four generations of the 
Martinez family have sat on the 
famous Route 66, served 
homemade Mexican food, sold 
groceries and gas and have 
watched the surrounding citrus 
groves disappear. 

But after almost five decades, 
the doors which have welcomed 
everyone to the Martinez 
restaurant as if they, too, were 
family members, have closed. 

Owners Phil and Becky 
Martinez have decided to stop 
putting in long hours at the 
business and retire. 

“It’s time to retire. Running 
the restaurant has been a seven- 
day-a-week job. It’s time to quit,” 
Mrs. Martinez said with a smile. 

Phil’s father, Aquilino, 
migrated from Spain to Guasti. 
After years of working at the 
Guasti vineyards, the elder 
Martinez bought a store on 


Campus Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard in 1923. The store 
closed in 1955. The Martinez 
Restaurant, located next door, 
though, opened in 1936 and 
enjoyed great popularity until it 
closed July 20. 

‘“‘My dad started it. This really 
was it, the only thing on Foothill 
Boulevard, which was then 
known as Route 66,” Martinez 
said. ‘This was the only Mexican 
restaurant between San 
Bernardino and Pasadena then.” 

Martinez, the youngest son, 
started working at the store in 
1937 while attending Chaffey 
High School. ‘I did a little of 
everything,” he said witha 
laugh. 

Upland’s rich citrus industry 
helped provide a daily stream of 
hungry workers at the restaurant. 

“All the pickers used to 
assemble here. They used to 
bring me stacks of the old 
orange crate labels,” Mrs. 
Martinez said. 

During the years she carefully 
mounted the labels which hung 
proudly in the entryway of the 
restaurant.

Day Creek 
bond issue 


The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council has approved the sale of 
$18 million in bonds to finance 
the Day Creek flood control 
project. 

In doing so, bond attorney 
Warren Diven said the city was 
issuing the first insured Mello- 
Roos bonds in the state. 

Previous bonds issued by 
other cities and school districts 
that created Mello-Roos 
Community Facilities District 
were uninsured. 

By insuring the Day Creek 
bond district, the district 
received a Triple-A rating on the 
bonds, which resulted ina 
significantly lower interest rate, 
Diven told the council. 

The average interest rate for 
property owners in the district 
over the life of the bonds will be 
9.03 percent, the council was 
told. 

Bond revenue will be used to 
construct a flood control 
channel and bridges along Day 
Creek from the northern border 
of Rancho Cucamonga to the 
southern border. 

Construction is scheduled to 
begin early next year and be 
completed by October of 1987, 
according to City Engineer Lloyd 
Hubbs.

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Consultant urges more fire stations in R.C.

As the city of Rancho 
Cucamonga grows in the next 
ten years, the Foothill Fire 
Protection District will have to 
increase the number of fire 
stations from three to seven, 
according to a private 
consultant. 


A draft copy of the report by 
Hunt Research Corporation was 
presented to the governing 
board of the fire district 
Thursday night. Board members 
expect to discuss it at a study 
session scheduled for tonight. 


The report said that the 
additional stations are necessary 
in the growing city to allow the 


district to respond with the first 
fire truck to 90 percent of the fire 
calls within 5 minutes. 


The Solvang company’s report 
also states that the new stations 
would require a total of four 
engine companies, an aerial 
ladder truck, three mini-pumpers 
and two tankers. The new 
stations would house an 
additional 34 firefighters and 
other personnel. 


Placement of seven fire 
stations would put most of the 
city within 2.5 miles of a fire 
station, according to Hunt’s 
report. 


Presently, the fire district has 
three fire stations, one of which 
is temporary and is proposed to 
be moved into an area near 


Rochester Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard as one of the three 
new permanent stations 
proposed to be financed with a 
Mello-Roos Community 
Facilities District. 

The other two stations 
proposed in the southeast part 
of Rancho Cucamonga, to be 
financed through Mello-Roos 
special taxdistricts, are planned 
for the area around Highland and 
Milliken avenues and the area 
around Sixth Street and Milliken 
Avenue. 

Of the three new stations, the 
largest will be that at Sixth and 
Milliken, serving the growing 
industrial area of Rancho 
Cucamonga with an engine 
company and an aerial ladder 
truck with a 95-foot elevated 
platform capable of reaching the 


otate rejects county ambulance 
competitive bidding proposal

A plan to inject competitive 
bidding into the process of 
determining which ambulance 
company will serve Rancho 
Cucamonga and Upland has 
come under fire from the state. 

San Bernardino County’s chiet 
health officer, Dr. George 
Pettersen, said the plan he 
authored will have to be 
reworked in coming weeks and 
resubmitted to the state. 

The co-owner of one of the 
ambulance companies serving 
the two cities, said her attorneys 
went over Pettersen’s plan and 
submitted a written list of 
objections that were adressed in 
the state’s report to Pettersen. 

“We told the state that there 
was something lacking in the 
plan,” said Margaret Latipow, co- 
owner of Canyon Medical 
Services Inc. ‘‘We’re looking 
forward to helping Dr. Pettersen 
develop a plan that will promote 
quality health care in the West 
Valley of San Bernardino 
County.” 

Pettersen said he received 
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word last Thursday from the 
state Emergency Medical 
Services Authority that it felt 
there were “some problems with 
our competitive process.” 
Specifically, the state 
objected to the plan’s proposal 
for Pettersen to first receive the 
applications of ambulance 
companies and rate them on a1 
to 10 scale before submitting 
them to the county Emergency 
Medical Care Committee for 
further review and 
recommendation, Pettersen said. 
“They felt that it biases the 
process by giving the health 


. Officer a chance to rate the 


applications before the EMCC 
gets them,” Pettersen said. 

He said the EMCC meets on 
Thursday and will likely begin 
revising the competitive 
process. He expects the process 
will be ready for competitive 
bidding to be held later this year. 

Work already has begun on 
drafting the requests for 
proposals on which the 
ambulance companies will base 
their applications, he said. 

Pettersen said he will probably 
not make public the guidelines 
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and specifications those 
proposals must meet until an 
acceptable competitive process 
is agreed upon. 

“| don’t think it’s a good policy 
to put out the request for 
proposal until the state approves 
the (competitive bidding) plan,” 
he said. 

Pettersen announced the plan 
in June, saying it would replace 
fragmented ambulance service 
patterns in individual cities with 
a comprehensive, countywide 
emergency medical plan. 


Presently, there are three 
ambulance companies able to 
operate in Rancho Cucamonga, 
although one has just now 
applied for a formal permit and 
another provides non-emergency 
ambulance service. 

In Upland, there are two 
emergency ambulance 
companies providing service. 
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top of high-rise buildings such 
as the county’s Foothill Law and 
Justice Center. 

The Mello-Roos-funded 
stations and equipment are 
expected to cost $3.3 million to 
be spent gradually from next 
year until 1995, according to Fire 
Chief L. Dennis Michael. 

“With this (Mello-Roos) 
district we can get the 
equipment and facilities that we 
need to supress the fire with a 
reasonable response time,” 
Michael said. 

He said he hopes the 
independent study will show 
that fire district officials have 
not been exaggerating the 
district’s need. 

Although Michael expects all 


of the money for capital needs to 
come from the Rancho 
Cucamonga Redevelopment 
Agency, any shortfall of 
redevelopment and all 
operations costs will be covered 
by a special tax to be levied in 
the Mello-Roos district. 

Michael said the district does 
not presently plan to buy all of 
the equipment, nor build all of 
the stations recommended by 
the consultant. 

The engine company proposed 
for the Highland Station, for 
instance has been replaced by a 
“squirt engine” in Michael’s 
recommendation. 

He said 30 new employees are 
proposed under the Mello-Roos 
district.

Ontario has the pole position 
in the race for an automobile 
sales mall but the city of Rancho 
Cucamonga is still in the race. 

Rancho Cucamonga officials 
are not discouraged about their 
chances of securing an 
automobile sales mall in their 
city despite recent 
announcements by neighboring 
Ontario indicating that city is 
further along in developing one. 

“There are enough automobile 
dealers in the world that there 
may be enough for both cities,” 
said Lauren Wasserman, Rancho 
Cucamonga’s city manager. 


Even so, Rancho Cucamonga 
officials seem to be ina 
competitive spirit, whose 
confidence may be best 
capsulized by the old baseball 
adage, ‘It ain’t over ’til it’s over.” 

“Deals have been known to 
fall through,” Wasserman said, 
when asked about the apparent 
confidence of his counterparts 
in Ontario that a 100-acre auto 
sales park is nearly assured. 

The Ontario City Council this 
week announced agreement with 
two automobile dealerships to 
locate in the city’s proposed 
park. 

Last month approved the 
council approved an owner- 
participation agreement with the 


owner of a proposed business 
complex on the north and south 
sides of Jurupa Street just east 
of the Devore Freeway. 


A sign has been erected 
urging interested businesses to 
contact the city and five new-car 
dealers have so far expressed 
interest in locating in the new 
auto mall. 


Just those five dealers would 
create $100 million in sales, 
which translates into $1 million 
in sales tax for the city coffers, 
Ontario officials said. 

The first phase of the project 
would include 50 acres holding 
up to ten dealerships and could 


Law and Justice Center 
will draw offices, shops

When the Foothill Law and 
Justice Center opens in Rancho 
Cucamonga in October it is 
expected to act as a magnet for 
support businesses such as bail 
bondsmen and law firms. 

Bail Bondsman Chris Johnson 
can look across the street at the 
source of most of his business, 
the West End Jail. 

With county officials nearing 
completion of the Foothill Law 
and Justice Center in Rancho 
Cucamonga, businessmen like 
Johnson are thinking about 
opening offices near that facility 
as well. 

Bail bondsmen are not the 
only businessmen that city 
officials and developers are 
expecting to congregate around 
the $32 million justice center 
when it opens in October or 
November. 

Law firms, printing companies 
and court reporting businesses 
are also expected to locate in 
the developing area. 

Restaurants, banks and other 
service businesses can be 
expected to follow the court- 
supporting businesses, 
according to Jack Lam, Rancho 
Cucamonga’s community 
development director. 

“4 think that any kind of 
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government facility, whether a 
courthouse or government 
offices, wili always become a 
significant element ina 
community economically,” Lam 
said. ‘The economic benefit, 
aside from people working there 
spending money in the city, is 
people from outside the city 
coming in and spending money.” 

The court facility will have 13 
Superior Courtrooms, a holding 
facility for 96 detainees, and 
offices for jury selection, the 
county clerk, the district 
attorney, the marshal, probation, 
the public defender and a jaw 
library. 

Barton Development Co. is 
planning to build 33 office 
buildings in the 90-acre area 
centered on the intersection of 
Foothill Boulevard and Haven 
Avenue. 

The company considers the 
justice center to be only one 
element of a larger development 
area referred to as the City 
Center and also containing 
Rancho Cucamonga’s new City 
Hall, according to Jeff Sceranka, 
vice president and marketing 
director for Barton. 

Sceranka said the first office 
building to open near the justice 
center already has a court 
reporting company and a law 
firm as tenants. 

“1 think that for those kind of 
businesses, that’s a logical 
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location,” he said. 

But the area will develop with 
professional businesses other 
than those supporting the 
courthouse, he predicts. Crocker 
Bank is expected to move into 
the four-story, 80,000-square-foot 
building soon. 

Two other office buildings are 
scheduled to be completed near 
the justice center this month 
and next, he said. 

Chris Johnson and Dave 
Johnson, the owner of the bail 
bond business, are two of those 
businessmen who are keeping 
their ears open about possible 
office space near the Justice 
Center. 

“We haven’t made our 
decision where we’ll move over 
their but we’re seriously 
considering it,” Chris Johnson 
said. 

The Johnsons and other 
businessmen are a waiting to 
see the county’s final plan for 
the Justice Center and 
specifically whether the 
basement will be used as a 
holding area for prisoners 
appearing in court, as presently 
proposed, or a full-status jail. 

This year’s budget for the San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors has a policy 
proposal that, if approved by the 
board, would allocate an 
additional $400,000 to upgrade

‘Little Mac’ bows to the Big Mac 


in dispute over R.C. shop’s name

What’s in aname? 

Ask Phou ‘‘Mac”’ Meng, the 
owner of Mac Donuts in Rancho 
Cucamonga, who is being forced 
to change the name of his 
business because it sounds to 
much like a neighboring 
restaurant, McDonalds. 

A dispute that might be called 
“Big Mac Vs. Little Mac” has 
arisen over the ““Mac’’ trademark 
between Meng and one of the 
nation’s largest corporations. 

It appears that the “Little 
Mac” is backing down to avoid 
having to wage a costly court 
battle with the McDonald’s 
Corporation and in return the 
corporation has agreed to pay 
half of the cost of changing his 
business’ name. 

When Meng came to the 
United States from Cambodia six 
years ago he had never heard of 
Ronald McDonald and didn’t 
know what a popular and 
powerful person he was. 

Meng opened a doughnut 
shop in Eagle Rock and soon 
had a large number of customers 
and friends who called him by 
the nickname ‘“‘Mac,”’ he said. 

Three years ago he opened a 
doughnut shop at 9625 Foothill 
Boulevard, which he named Mac 
Donuts. The McDonalds 
restaurant had already existed 
for a few years at 9689 Foothill 
Boulevard. ~~ ny 


Recently Meng received a 
letter from the corporation 
informing him that the company 
owned the ‘‘McDonuts” 
trademark even though the 
restaurant does not sell a 
McDonut. 

“We feel that for even one 
consumer to be confused about 
an issue regarding McDonald’s 
is wrong,” said Bob Keyser, the 
director of media relations for 
the corporation, in a telephone 
interview from the corporation 
headquarters in Chicago. 

“in the food production area, 
we’re very protective of the ‘Mc’ 
trademark,” he said. “And 
frankly that includes M-c and M- 
a-c.”” 

Keyser said that people have 
high expectations of any food 
product with a ‘Mc” in front of it, 
adding, ‘“‘People know and value 
the image that the golden arches 
portray.” 

He said it is common for 
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businesses not affiliated with 
the McDonald’s Corporation to 
use the ‘Mc’ or ‘Mac’ prefix and 
the corporation regularly finds 
itself challenging use of the 
prefixes. 

Meng considered going to 
court to fight the forced name 
change but he was told by his 
attorney that it would cost 
approximately $800 and he 
cannot afford it.

NEW YORK — John Travolta’s 
come out of his shell, and the 
part he played in his new movie,

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School trustees

The Etiwanda School District 
Board of Trustees made an offer 
to developersiast week regarding 
school housing for new 
students. 

A stalemate between the 
district and the William Lyons 
Co. has stalled construction of 
the Lyons’ Victoria project of 
some 7,000 homes. 

Lyons cannot build until the 
district issues a letter of 
certification declaring it will be 
able to house the students who 


move into Victoria. Negotiations 
center on what contribution the 
developer will make toward the 
building of new schools that is 
needed to prevent overcrowding 
of the district. 


In an attempt to mitigate the 
stalemate so building can begin, 
the district’s board of trustees 
agreed Thursday to negotiate an 
agreement with Lyons for 105 
homes rather than the entire 
project. 

Trustees offered to trade 4.5 
acres of the 20 acres it owns on 
Rochester Avenue for 4.5 acres 
Lyons owns adjacent to a 


designated park site in Victoria, 
to be used as a school site. 

“We've got the land but not all 
in the right place,” said Trustee 
David Long. 


The district made.a similar 
offer at the meeting to 
representatives of Marlborough 
Development Corp., which plans 
to build 235 homes in the school 
district between Milliken and 
Rochester Avenues. Trustees 
offered to trade 5.5 acres of land 
on Rochester Avenue for the 
same amount adjacent toa 
designated parksite in the 
Marlborough project. 


Plan including hospital OK'd

A development plan detailing 
the site of the proposed Chaffey 
Memorial Hospital has been 
given initial approval in first 
reading by the Rancho 
Cucamonga City Council. 

The council on Wednesday 
approved a plan calling for the 
hospital to be built on Milliken 
Avenue north of Foothill 
Boulevard, and detailing the 
development of the whole 
southeast section of the Terra 
Vista planned community. 

The 133-bed hospital is 
proposed by National Medical 
Enterprises Inc. on 10 acres of 
the planned community being 
developed by Lewis Homes. 

Lewis Homes had previously 
proposed that the city’s first 
acute-care hospital be built on 
Rochester Avenue but changed 
the location requiring the 
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development plan amendment 
approved Wednesday. 

The new location for the 
hospital had been proposed for 
386 homes by Lewis, but the 
company was able to 
redistribute those units 
throughout other areas of the 
development. 

Both the planning commission 
and city council approved the 
development plan after 
determining that there will be no 
overall change in the residential 
acreage or the number of 
dwelling units as a result of the 
amendment, according to Senior 
Planner Dan Coleman. 

In both the new and old 
development plan, 146.5 acres 
are proposed for 1,785 dwelling 
units. However, the change 
means more of an emphasis on 
medium-density residential 
units, Coleman said. 

In addition, two senior citizen 
housing projects are proposed 
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for an additional 97 units, 
according to Coleman’s report. 

Other features of the 
southeast section of Terra Vista 
include a new junior high school 
and two parks. 


Land near the hospital site is 
proposed for medical office 
buildings and across Orchard 
Avenue from the hospital site, an 
office complex and automobile 
mall or commercial plaza is 
proposed on Foothill Boulevard. 


National Medical Enterprises 
(NME) proposes to start 
construction on the $29 million 
hospital next spring with 
construction expected to be 
completed in late 1987. 


A subsidiary of NME is 
proposing a psychiatric hospital 
on the acute-care hospital 
grounds. 

The development plan 
approved Wednesday is part ofa 
larger development proposal.

Mitch Burley is ready to 
earn keep with Broncos

Injuries are tough on any 
athlete. 

It’s not just the physical pain 
that hurts. There’s the mental 
aspect, the voice deep inside 
that wonders if that talent, that 
personal magic, will ever come 
back again. 

Mitch Burley knows that 
feeling well. 

The 1984 season was a year of 
frustration for Burley. The Alta 
Loma High School basketball 
product watched in from the 
bench as the University of Santa 
Clara enjoyed an outstanding 
season on the hardwood. 

“Yeah, it hurt a little bit,” 
recalls the 6-foot-5 redshirt 
freshman, who injured his knee 
during practice for the 1984 
Pomona Valley All-Star Game. “‘It 
hurt that they didn’t have a 
person like me in the lineup. 
They lacked an outside shooter, 
a good swingman. 

“What was ironic was when 
Santa Clara was recruiting me, 
one of the big points was the 
schedule, that we played at 
UCLA my freshman year,” adds 
Burley with a groan. ‘| never got 
achance to play in that game. 
We won, and | was just sitting 
there on the bench.” 

During that all-star practice 
session over a year ago, the 
West Valley standout heard 
something that would turn a 
season of playing into surgery 
and months of rehabilitation. 

“During warm-ups | came 
down, tried to plant and 
something popped,” explained 
Burley just after the incident. 

Orthopedic specialist Dr. Mike 
Dillingham performed a major 
reconstruction of the left knee, 
repairing ligament damage by 
using tendons from the leg.

Dillingham, team doctor for the 
San Francisco 49ers as well as 
Santa Clara, had performed a 
similar operation on former 
Broncos center Dan Larson. 

How is the knee now? 

“It feels good,” says Burley. 
“It’s never sore, it never swells. 
I’m not quite 100 percent yet. 
But I’m in the 90’s. 

“The coaches here have been 
really patient, they went through 
this same thing before with Dan 
larson,” he insists while 
preparing for the start of the fall 
semester next month. “He came 
back in six months. So | tried to 
use that as good example. | felt | 
could do it in six months too. | 
wasn’t thinking about two 
years.” 

The “‘two years”’ referrs to the 
same type of surgery performed 
on Los Angeles Lakers forward 
Mitch Kupchak. The former 
University of North Carolina star 
suffered an injury in December 
of 1981, in which his anterior 
cruciate ligament was torn in 
half. Doctors later transplanted 
part of his patellar tendon to 
where the ligament had been, 
the same procedure used on 
Burley. It was over two years 
before Kupchak returned to full- 
time action for the Lakers. 


“1 did as much as | could as 
soon as | could,” laughs the 
former all-CIF performer. ‘‘All 


through therapy, | was reminded 
that you have to walk before you 
can run. So | didn;t push it. It 
started to feel really good, but | 
knew | needed to wait, not to 
push too fast.” 

Broncos Sports Information 
Director Mike McNulty insists 
that the time off may have 
actually aided Burley in his 
game. 


“When Mitch came here, there 
was a question as to his outside 
shooting. The coaches felt he 
could play, but they didn’t think 
he had the outside touch they 
needed from a guard,” 
remembers McNulty. ‘‘During his 
rehabilitation, he worked out 
with the team, working on his 
shooting. Now he’s developed 
into a great outside shooter.” 


“| went in, and they (the 
coaches) used me for walk- 
throughs on the other team’s 
offense,” adds Burley. ‘But | 
wasn’t really working at full pace 
with the rest of the team. So | 
started working, | started 
shooting around with some of 
the other guys. | played horse all 
the time, and it helped.” 


If all goes well, Burley will be 
playing for the Broncos when 
the season starts later this year. 
But did he miss the boat by not 
playing last year? 


“Everyone talks about last 
year’s team being the end of an 
era up here. But I’m very hopeful 
about this team,” he says. 
“We’re young, but our main 
element is surprise. Not a lot of 
people will be looking for us to 
be as tough. | don’t see why we 
can’t win 20 games. That’s 
something they’ve dome up here 
the last three years. | think we 
have something to prove.”

Upland Chamber of Commerce 
economic development 
subcommittee members plan to 
study the city’s proposed new 
storm drain plan.

suggests having all builders — 
including those with industrial 
and commercial projects — 
share the cost of installing the 
drains throughout the city. 


All fees are placed in the city’s 
storm drain fund to be used as 
work is needed. Drains are 
needed along Euclid, Mountain 
and San Antonio avenues, 


Blanchard said. 
After the chamber completes 


its review of the study, the report 


will be presented to the Upland 
City Council for its action. 


Site for new elementary 
school in Terra Vista OK’d 


The site for anew elementary 
school to be built by Lewis 
Homes in the Terra Vista 
planned community was 
approved last week by the 
Rancho Cucamonga Planning 
Commission. 


Commissioners also ordered 
staff to annex the Santa Fe 
Depot at the intersection of 
Archibald Avenue and Eighth 
Street into sub-area four of the 
city’s industrial area specific 
plan. 


The 700-student school is 
proposed for a 10-acre site on 
Terra Vista Parkway west of 
Milliken Avenue in the 
development proposed to 
eventually have 9,000 homes, 
apartments and condominiums. 
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Under an agreement with the 
school district, the developer 
will build the school and lease it 
to the school district for $1 a 
year until the district receives 
state school construction money 
to buy the school from Lewis 
Homes. 


Under state law, the city 
planners have an advisory power 
in approving the school site or 
recommending alternatives. 


A planning department report 
praised the site as near a five- 
acre park and accessible from 
trails that are off the street. 


The commissioners agreed to 
forward the staff’s report to the 
school district’s administration. 

The Santa Fe Depot would be 
placed in the industrial area 
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specific plan so that Welding 
Industrial and Tool Supplies can 
renovate it, move in and sell 
welding supplies and industrial 
tools. 


Presently, the property is in 
the Santa Fe Railroad right-of- 
way and is not zoned for sale of 
industrial tools and supplies. 


The station was built in 1945 
and was once considered for 
designation as a historical site 
to be protected, but was not 
given the designation because it 
is under 50 years of age.

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Trustees 
examine 
accounts 


Upland School District 
trustees looked over their 
financial accounts Tuesday with 
an eye toward a 1985-86 budget 
hearing next month. 

Trustees routinely review the 
district’s annual financial reports 
near the end of the fiscal year. 
Tuesday the board scanned its 
five major fund accounts. 

No budget changes were 
made during the meeting. 
Trustees will take a final look at 
the budget Sept. 3 at 5 p.m. in 
the Upland Junior High School 
library. 

The district’s preliminary 
budget is $15.8 million. 

Trustees and district 
administrators continue to look 
for ways to chip a proposed 
$100,000 deficit from the budget. 

The district to date has saved 
about $40,000 by cutting out 
various capital and maintenance 
projects, according to 
Superintendent George 
Renworth. 

Although the district is 
expecting to receive about 
$100,000 from the state’s new 
lottery, the lottery has not begun 
yet and local officials don’t know 
how the state Department of 
Education will allow schools to 
spend the proceeds, Renworth 
has said. 

The board is expected to 
approve a budget after the 
September hearing, according to 
board Chairman Donna 
Vandersall. 

The bulk of the district’s funds 
continue to be spent for salaries 
and employees benefits. 
According to the financial 
reports, nearly $8.2 million was 
spent this school year for 
certificated salaries; $2,2 million 
for classified salaries; and $2.1 
million for employee benefits. 

The rest of the district's 
expenses deal with operating 
costs; books and supplies; and 
capital outlay projects. 

The board continues to stand 
by its employee salary increase 
offer of 3 percent for teachers 
and classified personnel. 

The Upland Teachers 
Association is seeking a 12 
percent pay raise and the 
California School EMployees 
Association wants a 12.5 percent 
raise.
